San José, CA — El Centro 
Empresarial ubicado en la calle 
de Santa Clara de está ciudad, está 
condenado al cierre de sus puertas 
ese año, lo que afectará a varios 
grupos de comerciantes y empre- 
sarios. “La excusa que nos ha dado 
el Departamento de Desarrollo 
Urbano de la Ciudad, es que se han 
agotado los fondos para mantener el 
Centro”, comentó Carlos Figueroa, 


de la Greater Hispanic Chamber of 


Commerce de San José. 

De acuerdo al Sr. Figueroa, lo 
que pretende el Departamento de 
Desarrollo Urbano, es mover a todos 
aquellos empresarios que tiene ofi- 
cinas en ese edificio, “a otro edificio 
que no cuenta con las instalaciones 
y sobre todo el concepto de ayuda 
que tiene este edificio”, en que se 
invirtieron dos millones de dólares 
hace nueve años en que empezó a 
funcionar. 

Lo que pretende la Ciudad, a 
través del Departamento de Desa- 
rrollo Urbano, es la remodelación 
de otro edificio y arrendarlo por 
cinco años. “Es una lástima que 
suceda esto”, afirmó Figueroa. En 
el actual edificio se han dado varios 
eventos, incluso con la participación 
de líderes, dignatarios y empresarios 
de diferentes país, “personalidades

el África, Asia, América Latina, han 
visitado este edificio y lo han visto 
como algo único en el mundo”, co- 
mentó Figueroa, “nos lo presentaron 
como el futuro del tipo de servicios 
que se pueden ofrecer desde un 
mismo lugar, con tecnología de 
punta”. 

Hasta el momento, será la 
Ciudad quien corra con los gastos 
de la reubicación de los diferentes 
negocios que se encuentran en el 
Centro Empresarial, además de los 
servicios. “Pero lo que se hecha 
a perder es el concepto con que 
este edificio fue creado”, aseveró 
Figueroa. Pero eso no es todo, son 
varios comerciantes que viajan de 
diferentes lugares de California a 
esta Ciudad para dar el uso perti- 
nente a las instalaciones con las que 
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cuenta el Centro Empresarial. “Vie- 
nen gentes de Manteca, de Monte- 
rrey, de Stockton, de Salinas, y otras 
para hacer sus negocios que pueden 
abrir la llamada Capital del Silicio, y 
se ha vuelto en algo regional, así que 
con esta decisión se está afectando 
no sólo a la ciudad, sino a toda una 
región”, se lamentó Figueroa. 

La evacuación del Centro 
Empresarial se tiene programada 
durante este año. “La decisión será

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Examen de egreso difícil 
tarea para los estudiantes

La mayoría de los estudiantes que reprobaron el Examen de Egreso 
de la Preparatoria, mejor conocido como CAHSEE, fueron estudiantes 
latinos o de familias de bajos recursos y aquellos que aún no dominan 
el inglés. Según los resultados, dados a conocer por el Superintendente 
de Instrucción Pública de California, Jack O’Connell, de los 45,015 
estudiantes en total que no pasaron el CAHSEE en mayo 27,863 
fueron latinos y 18,861 que no dominaban el idioma. Los números, dijo 
O'Connell, mejoraron a comparación del año pasado, pero en índices 
demasiado bajos para celebrar, un 3% en las Artes Lingiifsticas y un 
5% en las Matemáticas. 

Específicamente, el índice de aprobación del CAHSEE en ge- 
neral aumentó a un 90.6% de un 90.4% del año pasado, con 432,989 
estudiantes que aprobaron ambas partes. Los estudiantes anglosajones 
y asiáticos son los de mejor rendimiento con un 95.9% y un 95.3% 
respectivamente. Los latinos y afroamericanos continúan quedándose 
atrás con índices de aprobación de 86.6% y 81.4% a nivel estatal. Casi 
un 80% de los estudiantes pasó el examen en su primer intento. El 
CAHSEE es un examen que mide el aprovechamiento académico de 
los estudiantes de preparatoria en California comenzando en el décimo 
grado en las áreas de Artes Lingiifsticas y Matemáticas. Los estudiantes 
pueden tomar el examen las veces que sea necesario para pasarlo, ya 
que sin él, no pueden recibir su diploma de graduación. EFE

El Gobernador Arnold Schwar- 
zenegger promovió un concurso 
entre estudiantes del estado que 
tiene como tema la prevención de la 
Gripe A. El concurso, diseñado por 
el Departamento de Salud Pública 
(CDPH), consiste en grabar un 
vídeo de hasta 60 segundos de du- 
ración sobre medidas preventivas 
contra el virus HIN1 y la influenza 
que incluya las recomendaciones 
emitidas por el Gobierno federal. 
La competición estará dividida en 
dos categorías, inglés y español. 
“Este concurso permitirá tanto a 
estudiantes, como a toda persona 


interesada, ya sea profesional o afi- 
cionado a usar su talento y desarro- 
llar un vídeo que sirva para educar 
al público contra la propagación del 
HINI y la gripe”, dijo el mandatario 
republicano durante una visita a la 
escuela Burroughs en Burbank.

The U.S. Treasury Department has issued new rules that ease 
a decades-old embargo on Cuba, undoing restrictions on travel and 
money transfers to the communist-ruled island by Cuban-Americans. 
According to the new rules unveiled Thursday, Americans with “close 
family members” on the island - which now include aunts, uncles and 
first and second cousins - can visit Cuba as many times as they want 
and remain as long as they choose. 

They will be able to spend a maximum of $179 a day and also 
carry $3,000 with them to give to their family members. Close to 1.5 
million Americans have relatives in Cuba. Cuban-Americans also will 
be able to send money transfers to those same “close relatives,” without 
restrictions on their amount or frequency, although those remittances 
cannot be sent to members of the government or the Communist Party. 
To facilitate those transactions, the Treasury Department has authorized 
U.S. banks to sign agreements with Cuban financial institutions. 

In addition, U.S. residents can pay the cost of telecommunica- 
tions service provided to an individual on the Caribbean island by a 
U.S. or third-country company. The new rules also allow U.S. firms to 
directly enter into telecommunications service contracts with Cubans. 
To improve telecommunications links between the United States and 
Cuba, the Treasury Department authorized the export of technology, 
such as satellite installations and fiber-optic cables. 

The Treasury rules also allow Americans involved in setting up 
these telecommunications links, as well as people engaged in exporting 
food and medicine to Cuba, to travel to the island. The rules published 
Thursday made effective and fleshed out an announcement by Presi- 
dent Barack Obama on April 13 concerning a relaxation of economic 
sanctions on Cuba. EFE

Hundreds of undocumented workers who recently lost their jobs are 
asking the government to stop taking a “hard line” on immigration policy 
and to offer a solution to the desperate situations of many of them. “We're 
demanding that (President Barack) Obama stop the application of a hard 
line on existing immigration laws,” Nativo Lopez, the head of the Mexican 
American Political Association, told Efe. 

Lopez said that more than 2,200 undocumented workers recently have 
been fired from several manufacturing firms in Los Angeles. “The major- 
ity of the people don't know it, but Obama has the executive discretion to 
put a stop to the verification of employment documents, E-Verify, and the 
sending of letters of Social Security discrepancies,” the activist said. The 
E-Verify system compares the information on the Employment Eligibility 
Verification Form, or 1-9, against government databases to confirm that a 
prospective employee has the legal right to work in the United States. 

Unions, business groups and defenders of immigrants’ rights say that 
despite improvements, E-Verify is still prone to errors. Among the com- 
panies that laid off workers is American Apparel, a clothing manufacturer 
that is pushing a campaign supporting immigration reform on T-shirts 
with the message in English “Legalize LA” and which this month will lay 
off 1,500 workers from whom the government is demanding proof of the 
validity of their documents. 

Marina Andrade, American Apparel’s representative, told Efe that “the 
workers are like our family and it affects us greatly to think that they’re 
not going to have (money) to pay the rent or for food. Therefore, we’re 
asking President Obama to quickly approve immigration reform.” “What 
the government is doing is as if it were cutting off our arms,” Esther Her- 
nandez, 32, one of the workers dismissed by American Apparel, told Efe. 
Olga Castafieda, 39, said that the firings are a sign of “the oppression of 
the labor that the country needs by the government.” EFE

“As You Like It”, la comedia 
escrita por el dramaturgo/ poeta 
inglés William Shakespeare (1564- 
1616), famosa por sus personajes 
memorables y el soliloquio del 
filósofo Jacques en el que dice: 
“El mundo es un teatro y todos 
los hombres y mujeres actores que 
entran y salen por sus puertas”, 
abrió la temporada 2009-2010 de 
San José REP, la primera seleccio- 
nada por el Director Artístico, Rick 
Lombardo quien también dirigió la 
producción. 

En su dirección, Lombardo 
demostró sutileza, creatividad, 
imaginación y maestría en crear con 
sus actores personajes individuales. 
La noche del 5 de septiembre, las 
actuaciones tuvieron realismo y 
la enunciación del inglés clásico 
de Shakespeare, estuvo perfecta. 
Lombardo, sin embargo, con el 
propósito de demostrar el poder 
que tiene la naturaleza para curar 
las almas transportó la historia, que 
en su original se desarrolla en la 
Corte Inglesa, a la época actual.

“As You Like It”, es la historia 
de amor entre Rosalind, la hija del 
Duque Senior y Orlando, el hijo 
menor de Sir Rowland de Bois, 
quien desde la muerte de su padre 
ha sido maltratado por Oliver, su 
hermano. El Duque Senior es el 
heredero del trono, pero Frederick, 
su hermano se lo usurpó y lo exilió 
de la corte al bosque de Arden.

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A string of butterflies as- 
cends like musical notes from 
the wire hands that play a 
recycled cello at the center 
of Marco Tulio’s multimedia 
art installation now showing 
at Works/San Jose. Tulio, a 
construction worker by day 
and artist by night, stood in 
the space surrounded by his 
art and proudly proclaimed, 
“Construction, is just a job. 
THIS is my life.” 

Debuting his work during 
September’s South of First 
Street Fridays Art-walk the 
34-year-old has been around 
art all of his life. Tulio was born 
in Nayarit, Mexico where he 
lived with his mother who was 
an artist working with sculp- 
ture and paper maché. Tulio 
studied travel and tourism and 
is now sharing the pieces he 
diligently kept away from the 
public glare.

Se cuenta que al ser 
fusilado, Maximiliano gritó: “¡Viva 
México!” y no aceptó la venda en 
sus ojos. Hay una capilla construída 
por la nobleza de Hasburgo de 
Austria, en su memoria.
